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Parents pledge help 
to improve rec area

Lockport Road recreation programs may get a boost from parents 
who volunteered to help Thursday. 

The parents group also will help tenant association president Mary 
Limonta voice other concerns to project management. 

Attendance at the development’s recreation program has grown to 250 
to 300 children a week in the last two months, said Rod Chaney, the new 
recreation supervisor. And Chaney says he needs help from parents to 
plan and implement projects like Monday’s Easter Egg hunt, a 
beautification day in April and trips to Chicago-fest or the St. Louis zoo 
next summer. 

Also of concern is the condition of the playground at the Lockport 
Road development and the recreation center itself. Chaney said the 
center will be expanded and modernized later this year, as will the rest 
of the development, but money might not be available to replace 
damaged and hazardous playground equipment. 

If the equipment can’t be fixed soon, Chaney said he wants it removed. 
He’s also seeks a new sandbox and wants parents to donate toys. 

“We need things like ... yesterday,” he said. ‘‘Little kids come in 
here and ask me what to do and there’s really nothing.”’ 

Tenants at Thursday’s tenant association meeting also were con- 
cerned about new regulations and leases. Mrs. Limonta said she hadn’t 
been able to obtain copies of those documents from the project manager, 
despite requests.
